PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To effectively 
massage gums without damaging by forming 
the mix Implanting part of rubber-like bar 
brushes and brush tufts having softness of a 
degree for avoiding damaging of the gums at 
the outer peripheral part of a bristle implanting 
base surface and fomiing the bristle implanting 
part of brush tufts harder than the brush tufts 
of the outer peripheral part in the center of the 
bristle implanting base surface. SOLUTION: A 
bristle planting base 10 is successively formed 
at the tip of a handle 1 1 , and brush tufts 20 
having softness of a degree for avoiding 
damaging of the gums and rubber-like bar 
brushes 30 are mix-implanted alternately and 
In the state of the same line along an outer 
peripheral part excepting for the center of the 
handle-side edge part lOd of the bristle 
implanting base surface 10a of the base 10. In 
addition, concerning each of the brushes 30, a 
matter having a nearly triangle cross section 
widening its outer peripheral side compared 
with the center side of the base 10 is 
implanted to be easily bent to the outer 
peripheral side of the base 10 when in use. In 
addition a corner part of the nearly triangle 
form is properly rounded to obtain a soft 
contact feeling.

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To effectively massage gums without damaging by 
forming the mix implanting part of lubber-lilce bar brushes and brush tufts 
having softness of a degree for avoiding damagtog of the gums at the outer 
peripheral part of a bristle implanting base surface and forming the bristle 
implanting part of brush tufts harder than the brush tufts of die outer 
p^pheral part in the center of the bristie implanting base surface. 

SOLUTION: A bristie planting base 10 is successively formed at the tip of a 
handle 1 1, and brush tufts 20 having softness of a degree for avoiding damaguig 
of the gums and rubber-like bar brushes 30 are mix-implanted alternately and in 



the state of the same line along an outer peripheral part excepting for the 
center of the handle-side edge part lOd of the bristle implanting base surface 
10a of the base 10. In addition, concerning each of the brushes 30, a matter 
having a nearly triangle cross section widening its outer peripheral side 
compared with the center side of the base 10 is implanted to be easily bent to 
the outer peripheral side of the base 10 when in use. In addition a comer 
part of the nearly triangle form is property rounded to obtain a soft contact 
feeling. 
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
